Elmer E. Gabbard, for years 
director of the Presbyterian j 
Child Welfare Agency at Buck- 
horn, has been passed by the | 
Hazard Board of Commissioners. 

Complete text of the resolu- 
tion is as follows: 

WHEREAS, it has come to 
the attention of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of 
Hazard that Dr. Elmer E. Gab- 
bard has tendered his resigna- 
tin as Director of the Presby- 
terian Child Welfare Agency, 
said resignation to take effect 
thirty days from this date, on 
December 31, 1958, ant}; 

WHEREAS, on October 21, 
1958 the Board of Managers of 
the Agency, in session at Haz- 
ard, accepted Dr. Gabbard's 
resignation, and we feel sure 
did so with sincere regret and 
a deep sense of loss, and; 

WHEREAS, Dr Gabbard’s 
separation from the work at 
Buckhorn, marks the end of an 
epoch of great importance in 
the life of the Buckhorn School 
and Orphanage and the Presby- 
terian Church at that place, and 
is an event of great significance 
to the people of Hazard and 
Perry County, and especially in 
respect to the care and Chris- 
tian nurture of homeless and 
neglected children not only in 
Perry County but in this im- 
mediate mountain area; 

NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED by the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of 
Haaard, 

fl) That we express on behalf 
of the people of our City and 
of Perry County, our thanks to 
Dr. Gabbard and Mrs. Gabbard 
for their sacrificial service in 
their important ministry of com- 
passion; 

(2) That the Board of Com- 
missioners realizes and hereby 
states that it is principally be- 
cause of the untiring and unself- 
ish efforts of Dr. Gabbard and 
Mrs Gabbard and their Christ 
like dedication to the work in 
which they have been engaged 
that the school at Buckhorn 
continued to exist through the 
years and that the Orphanage 
now commands the respect and 
the support of such philan- 
trophies as E. O. Robinson 
Mountain Fund and the Buck- 
horn Association of New York 
City; 

(3) That it is largely through 
the dedication of Dr. Gabbard 
and those immediately associat- 
ed with him during the past 
several years that the work 
begun at Buckhorn a half cen- 
tury ago by Dr. Harvey Murdoch 
was continued in spite of many 
adversities and the memory of 
this great humanitarian and the> 
traditions of Buckhorn have 
been preserved; 

(41 That the attention of the 
people of Hazard and Perry 
County be called to the splen- 
did services rendered by Dr.

Schools Trim Payroll, Cut Costs, 
Is Effort To Trim Budget 



Four members of the Perry County School board and the 
superintendent went into executive session, Monday night os- 
tensibly to discuss the matter of reducing the number of janit- 
ors at the four county high schools. 

The secret conference during a public meeting of the 
school board came immediately after the board had heard two 
school principals, Denver Miniard, M C, Napier High School, 
and Bingham Brashear, Leatherwood High School, say they 
could get along with one janitor each The third, Grazia Combs, 
Combs Memorial, told the board she needed more than one 
janitor. The fourth, Marshall Colwell, Buckhorn High School, 
indicated he would be pressed if cut to one janitor. 



needs the attention of one man throughout the day. 

Colwell questioned whether he could get along on one 
janitor, noted that “ice cycles" were hanging down from the 
ceiling in two rooms at his school last week because of a poor 
heating system. 

Board members, while reducing the* number of janitors to 
one for each school, increased their salaries from $140 to $175 
per month.

Schools To Pay For Gas 

Also discussed with the principals just prior to the execu- 
tive session was whether the schools should pay the gasoline bill 
for buses hauling students to athletic games. 

Upon coming out of the secret session, the board voted to 
strip the four high schools to one janitor each and have the 
schools pay for gasoline. 

Both measures were termed by the board and Superinten- 
dent Wooten as economy moves needed to counter-attack the 
current deficit in the county school treasury 

Napier "Will Go" In Red 

Miniard, of Napier, told the board that his school’s athletic 
fund would go in the red if it has to pay the gasoline bill. Other 
principals said theur schools could pay the gasoline costs. Prior 
to last night, the county school treasury was footing the gaso- 
line bill to haul students to basketball and football games. 

Napier’s costs in athletics run higher than the other high 
schools because it is the only county school with a football pro- 
gram. 

Cut In Janitors Opposed 

Mrs. Combs, commenting on janitors, said: 

“I can’t see how we can get one man for what we're paying 
two men now.” 

She noted there are winter days when the school furnace 



In other economy measures, the board voted that three 
county coaches. Pete Grigsby and Ed Orick, M. C. Napier, and 
Joe Gill, Leatherwood, and Miniard mutt pay the utilities on 
their school board-owned residences. The four occupy the build- 
ings rent free and had previously had their utilities provided by 
the school board. 

Members also cut from six to three the number of main- 
tenance men in the school system when Supt. Dennis Wooten 
told the board that the budget included only $7,000 for main- 
enance salaries. The budget was prepared before Wooten ber 
came superintendent. 



The City of Hazard yesterday requested a 
traffic survey of City streets following a State 
Highway Department announcement that it will 
not recommend stop lights for three intersec- 
tions here. 

The State's decision against installing traf- 
fic signals at two points on the By-Pass and at 
the intersection of East Main and Maple was 
relayed to the City Board of Commissioners 
during Monday night’s meeting of the board 
following a spot survey conducted here earlier 
the same day by J. P. Hill, Traffic Division, 
State Department of Highways. 

New Survey Asked 

City fathers approved unanimously a resolu- 
tion requesting that the State conduct new traf- 
fic surveys “on a Saturday sometime between 
now and Chirstmas .” A letter to this effect was 
mailed yesterday to O. J. West, District Engi- 
neer, Department of Highways, Pikeville, by 
City Manager Hobert Wooten. 

Suggests Maple Be One-Way 

City Manager Hobert Wooten told the board 
that while Hill did not recommend the traffic 
signals, he did suggest that appropriately mark- 
ed cross-walks be located on East Main in front 



of the Gene Baker Motor Co., and at the inter- 
section of Davis and the By-Pass. 

Hill, according to the City Manager, also 
recommended that Maple Street be made one- 
way east to “eliminate congestion” and traffic 
hazards at it's intersection with East Main 

Hill told Wooten that the traffic- flow of 
750 vehicles per hour must exist before the 
State will install traffic signals on main 
thoroughfares. 

He said a 12-hour survey taken of traffic 
here last fall revealed that 8.600 can used the 
By-Pass, a flow of 550 v.p.h; 5.800 used North 
Main Street, 488 v.p.h., and 5.500 used East 
Main Street, or 458 v.p.h. 

No information was available as to the day 
or hours the surve*y was made. 



7 Accidents In Year 



In his letter to West, Wooten pointed out 
that there were no accidents during 1957 at the 
intersection of East Main and Maple, three ac- 
cidents were re*ported at the intersection of 
Davis Street, Lovem Street, and the By-Pas*, 
and there were four accidents at intersection of 
N. Main and the By-Pass None were fatals. 

State approval is required for the lights 
because* they would hang at intersections on 
State highways.

In other action, the board voted to borrow $20,000 against 
an April capital outlay check to meet bills, and an additional 
amount to pay for four school buses purchased by the board in 
the* spring. 

The school board hired Joe Wooten and Eliza Emith as bus 
drivers, replacing Elmer Begley and Eliza Caudill. Begley and 
Caudill resigned. 

In another economy measure, board members voted to call 
in 40 electric typewriters which were purchased in the early 
summer before Supt. Wooten took office at a cost of approxim- 
ately $12,000, 

The typewriters, nw being used by the four county high 
school in typing classes, will be returned to the manufacturer. 

Supt. Wooten told the board funds are not available to pay 
for the typewriters, and he has hopes the manufacturer will 
accept their return. Wooten said he will also ask the manu- 
turer to return to the county schools the manual typewriters 
which were traded-in on the electric ones. 

Supt. Wooten informed the board there is question wheth- 
er the contract for the purchase of the eJectric typewriters is 
valid since the board never approved the purchase.

Held Most County Offices 

This man’s energy and resourcefulness 
did much to establish the tiny community 
that later grew into the modern city of Haz- 
ard. He was instrumental in getting the 
new county of Ferry formed, and court was 
held in his log-house, several times. He 
proved himself an able administrator by 
holding virtually all county offices at one 
time or another as Ferry struggled to be- 
come a substantial organization. 

Elijah’s grandson, Josiah, also a prom- 
inent man in late 19th century Hazard, was 
the man who gave property to the county 



final resting place of Hazard’s founder, 
passing over streets that were nothing but 
green timberland when Elijah Combs first 
settled here. 

Broadway streets passes close by the 
small cemetery where Elijah’s remains 
have lain since his death, as it winds 
up the hill to Hazard’s main resident- 
ial section. The cemetery, supposeddly one 
of the oldest in Ferry County and certainly 
the oldest in the city, lies at the top of the 
hill that overlooks the municiple parking 
lot behind the Boggs building at the Junc- 
tion of High and Broaddway. 

Tradition has it that several veterans 
of the Revolutionary War also lie there, 
men who came to Kentucky mountains 
seeking their fortune in coal or timber af- 
ter helping this country win its indepen- 
dence from Britain 

Came In 1790'* 

Elijah Combs was one of eight sons of 
John Combs who came to Ferry County 
with his family by way of Found Gap in 
the 1790’s, one of the first families to set- 
tle here. The sons scattered all over the 
county, with many natural building spots 
close to water and timber available, and 
Elijah selected the sloping ground by a 
bend in the Kentucky River as his home 
site, the same bend that today is spanned 
by the steel bridge that crosses to the train 
depot. 

Exactly when Elijah built his first 
house where the rear of the Court House 
on High Street is, is not known, but his 
Virginia wife bore him a son, Jesse, there 
in 1798. He built a larger house later, a 
two-story log house closer to the river, 
about where the Goad Hardware now

The slips should be made and 
planted in the fall just before 
freezing weather Select small, 
well-matured branches or shoots 
that are 4 to 6 Inches long Se- 
lect shoots from the lower part 
of the parent plant, if possible, 
because they made their growth 
early in the season and the 
wood is more mature. 

Using a sharp knife, make a 
smooth, even cut just below a 
bud near the main stem Select 
a location where the soil is well 
drained and has not been cultiv- 
ated recently.

Place a ball of clay, or a 
potato about one inch in diamet- 
er, on the bottom of the slip. 
Make an opening in the soil 
large enough to accommodate 
the ball of clay or potato and 
deep enugh to have from 3 to 
6 inches of the slip in the 
ground One or two buds should 
remain out of the ground. Place 
the slip in the opening in the 
' ground and fill around the stem 
with soil, packing lightly. Cover 
the top of the slip with a quart 
glass fruit jar.

Kentucky veterans with GI 
home loans have set and con- 
tinue to set a remarkable record 
of paying off home mortgage 
debts.

He disclosed that out of a 
total of 315,000 World War II
